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Legislation Itself Cannot 
Destroy Weeds, Declares 


Board of Trade Speaker 


Problem Should Be Dealt With Strenuously Says Repre- 
sentative of Field Crops Branch of Department of Ag- 
riculture—Winners in Membership Campaign Named 


The Wetaskiwin Board of Trade 
held a very interesting and instruct- 
ive meeting on Monday evening, the: 
speaker being Mr. Grey of the Fiéld 
Crops branch 6f the Department of 
Agriculture. At the outset, Mr. Grey 
stated that the weed problem was a 
very natural one, and should be deait 
wth strenuously. Legislation could 
not eradicate the weed, and it must 
be handled by the dirt farmer on the 
farm. Figures hadibeen published pur- 
porting to be the losses sustained iby 
weeds, but the speaker was of the 
opinion that the losses could not be 
“accurately. estimated. After going 
carefully into the matter, the Depart- 
ment ascertained that in the 1928 
crop there were 180 train loads of 60 
cars each of screenings shipped to 
the terminal elevators. This repre- 
sented the loss of approximately $3,- 
250,000. Today the odd farm in Al- 
berta in being abandoned on. account 
of the weed menace, and the situa- 
tion is so serious that it is impossible 
to get seed without weeds. Mr. Grey 
then cited the natural cause of weeds, 
whico was sowing grains which ma- 
ture at the same time as the weeds,’ 
instead of going into diversified farm- 
ing. The real cure lies in raising odd 
crops and getting away from the reg- 
ular routine. 


In this way, the weeds are smother- 
ed, but this cannot always be accom- 
plished in one season. The progress 
of control rests almost entirely with 
the Provincial government, but the 
Federal government gives some as- 
sistance when required. The natural 
resources council has set up machin- 
ery which is experimenting with 
chemical destroyers and these experi- 
ments are béing watched with inter- 
est. Sheep are also good - weed ex- 
‘terminators... The. Noxious. Weed Act], 
ig: very ‘strict; and~is. “intended ‘ pro- 
tect: ‘the. good. farmer. ‘ap -vagainat the]: 
poor farmer-in respect to the weeds. 
The sixteen weed inspectors in Al- 
berta ‘are preparing charts showing 
the weeds in each township. In 
speaking of the sow thistle, the 
speaker stated that it must be clean- 
ed up or it will clean up the farmer. 
In dealing with twitch, it should not 
be disced as it broke up the roots, 
and each root was capable of growth. 


Mr. Grey illustrated his lecture 
with lantern slides, which proved 
very good and instructive. 


President W. Prest who presided, 
announced that the membership cam- 
paign had been. won by Thos. Tore- 
son, who turned in the largest num- 
ber of members for the current year, 
while the prize offered to the country 
member for bringing in the largest 
membership was given to B. S. Wal- 
lis. The Board of Trade now has 196 
paid up members. 

Mr. Prest: announced that the Muni- 
cipal Hospital vote would likely take 
place early in August, and as the 
Board had endorsed this scheme, he 
asked the members to get out and 
work and support it. 

The managers of the Angus Ridge 
hall extendned an invitation to the 
members of the Board of Trade and 
their wives to hold a meeting in their 
hall on Monday, July 7th. This was 
unanimously ‘accepted.

HOUSE IS DISSOLVED; 
VOTE SET FOR JULY 28 


Ottawa,. May 31.—Prorogation and 
dissolution of parliament in singular 
combination occurred. Friday night, 
with the election date set for July 28, 
with nominations in most places a 
week before that but, in about eighty 
constituencies, two weeks earlier. 


The wind-up at the end of an in- 
teresting .and fairly hectic day in 
what is known as the comittee-of- 
supply, voting estimates by the mil- 
lions, letting some go through with- 
out comment, and others with consid- 
erable of it. 


The session has been a curious one 
in many respects. For example, it 
has been shorter than usual, less 
than three months of actual sittings, 
and yet one of large legislative 
achievement. Over it from the start 
hung the shadow of an election. 
Much of the political strategy which 
has been employed: has been clearly 
in the light of this accepted event, 
while it has also been reflected in 
the volume and’ the scope of parlia- 
mentary enactments. No previous 
Parliament,. save one which, having 
run to the full span of its life, died 
a natural death, was actualy pro- 
rogued and dissolved the same day, 
and with the intention: and even. ‘the 
prospective date, iidiedted a month: 
before.

CORRECTION

RUSSIA PLANS WHEAT am was eiicol here saundas af- 


FARMS VAST EXTENT 


Ottawa, Ont., June 2.—Tremendous 
competition which Canada may face 
in the future on the world’s grain 
markets is suggested in plans out- 
lined by a party of Russian scientists 
now studying agricultural methods in 
this country. 

Headed by A. D. Meteleff, a civil 
engineer and vice-president of the 
great Russian (grain trust, the mis- 
sion reached Ottawa a few days ago 
from New York, where they landed 
three weeks. ago. They have visited 
various branches of the department 
of agriculture and the Dominion bur- 
eau of statistics. They will visit 
many of the larger centres of the 
Dominion and will remain in the 
wheat growing districts of the prairie 
provinces until the 1930 crop is har- 
vested. © 

Agricultural development on an en- 
ormous scale is already under way in 
Russia, Mr. Meteleff indicated, and 
farms of 100,000 acres are being put 
into cultivation. The party is partic- 
ularly interested in mechanical meth- 
ods used in connection with farming 
in Canada. 

Members: of the party were reluc- 
tant to discuss matters of interna- 
tional politics. They. explained they 
were business. men and _ scientists 
whose, only errand in Canada was to 
gain information and to co- operate 
with experts. in the Dominion along 
lines. mutually beneficial.

“On these farms the work is con- 
ducted by the highest qualified tech- 
nical and scientific staffs obtainable 
and with a full quota of the most 
modern machinery. The objects are 
to provide our farmers with various 
kinds of selected grains most suitable 
to the respective districts and to sup- 
ply our inland grain requirements. 
The demand for such grain was in- 
creased enormously owing to the 
great increase in our population.” 

In regard to last year’s grain crop 
in Russia, members of the mission 
said that it had come up to expecta- 
tion in most districts and had been 
“sufficient for the needs of the popu- 
lation.”

of dollars.’ This manipulation involv- 
ed an enormous. over-capitalization. 
The’ entire project could be complet- 
ed for fifty million, while the capital- 
ization now stands at three hundred 
and eighty millions. 

Mr. Gardiner quoted a letter from 
Mr. Sweezey in which he emphasized 
the importance to the Company of se- 
curing political influence in Ottawa 
and Quebec. Suspicion in this con- 
nection is awakened when it‘is known 
that one of the “dummy” companies, 
necessary in Mr. Sweezey’s juggling 
was organized by a lawyers firm in 
which prominent Liberals are to be 
found and notably among others, Mr. 
Hayden, National Organizer of the 
Liberal party. And when it is furth- 
er taken into account that Mr. Mc- 
Donald, a Liberal Senator, is one of 
the three “Share Directors” of the 
Company, most people will be inclin- 
ed to belief that the Company secured 
the kind of as well as the quantity of 
political influence which Mr. Sweezey 
referred to in his letter quoted by 
Mr. Gardiner. 

What did this pofftical influence 
cost? Did the Liberal party secure 
its election funds in return for the 
influence and privileges supplied? Or 
did the Company make doubly sure 
by obtaining influence also from the 
Conservative party? All that we 
know is that the necessary influence 
was supplied, that the Company pro- 
moters got one hundred and four 
millions of dolldrs, and that the po- 
litical parties are able to finance the 
election. 

The Government found it neces- 
sary to bring Honourable Mr. Can- 
non, the Solicitor General, to its de- 
fence. Mr. Cannon is the ablest de- 
fender of his party in matters of this 
kind.’ He is so clever that he can 
conclusively prove the innocence of 
the Government of any charge. His 
method is to demonstrate innocence 
in respect to charges that have not 
been made, while subtly leaving the 
impression that the charges which 
were not made, were the charges 
which were made. In other words, 
Mr. Cannon’s method might be illus- 
trated in this way. A man is charg- 
ed with stealing a dollar. His Coun- 
sel forthwith proves that the defend- 
ant had not stolen a cow, and then 
argues that the man who had not 
stolen a cow surely would not steal a 
dollar, 

“Mr. Bennett jsuggested a judicial 
enquiry into the whole financial do- 
ings of the Company. The Solicitor 
General twitted Mr. Bennett for hav- 
ing granted water power rights under 
similar conditions to a private com- 
pany when the “Shadow Govern- 
ment” gave away the power of the 
Carillon Falls. Mr. Gardiner asked 
for the cancellation of the Order-in- 
Council. The Government argued 
that: the power rights were in the 
hands of Provincial Governments, 
that if the officials of the Company in 
‘question had been fraudulent it was 
the duty of the Attorney General of 
the Province to punish them, but that 
in any case the Order-in-Council 
could not and: would not’ be cancelled. 

Thus the discussion brought no ac- 
tion. : 

The power potentialities of our riv- 
ers and streams properly belong to 
the people, and should not be made 
a means of making a few rich. More- 
over, cheap power is a great National 
asset. It may well be in the future 
that the economic strength of a na- 
tion will depend upon and be meas- 
ured by the extent of its power re- 
sources. Cheap power for manufac- 
turing may be of greater advantage 
to industry in the future than tariff 
protection, ‘and would not increase 
the cost to the consumer. It will be 
clear that with an over-capitalization 
of three hundred and thirty millions 
of dollars in the Beauharnois under- 
taking alone, that power will not be 
cheap. That sum and the interest 
thereon must come out of the selling 
of power. The people must pay it 
ultimately in the increased cost of 
goods, light and heat. 

It would be interesting to know 
what the Beauharnois Corporation 
gave for its privileges and to whom 
it was given.

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NEWSPAPER LAWS 


Hxcerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made, 

3. Any person‘: who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment, 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office, This 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.
